Editor’s Note:—Mr. Long, now chief of the Farm Serv- 
ice of the Blue Valley Creamery Institute, is well known 

to the Holstein public. For eight years he served as a 

County Agent in Missouri, where the famous Pettis 

County Dairy Plan was created and worked out by him. 

Later he was manager of field work for a time with the 

Extension Service of the Holstein-Friesian Associaticn 

of America, and for the past five years has worked suc- 

cessfully in his present position. From this article it is 

evident he still retains his Holstein interest. 

HE efforts of the average Holstein breeder to increase 
a the fat content of the milk of his herd by purchasing 
a bull from a high testing cow or from a cow with a 
string of high testing ancestry can end only in disap- 
pointment. It is possible, if desirable, to raise the fat 
content of Holstein milk, but not merely by using bulls of 
high testing ancestry. Many have tried that generation 
after generation only to find some slight variation from 
time to time but in the end winding up where they started. 

If fat percentage is to be increased, we must look for- 
ward instead of backward. Any bull of the breed may 
transmit to his offspring higher test than the dams of his 
calves have. When a bull transmits a higher per cent 
of fat to five or more daughters he should be selected as 
the starting point. His sons should be tested out and 
when one is found that does the same thing, he should 
be used as the succeeding sire. Not necessarily on his 
sisters, but if they have no strong defects there would be 
ne objection to such practice. If this bull in turn pro- 
duces several sons, one in all probability, would have the 
ability to transmit higher test of milk. Of course one 
need not be restricted to sons or grandsons of the first 
sire. Any proved sire that has shown by his get that he 
has an inheritance that enables him to transmit a higher 
per cent of fat to his get, that is, no part of his heredi- 
tary makeup is for a low per cent of fat, can be used 
as the second, third, and fourth sires. 

When this process has been carried on for six genera- 
tions the sixth bull should sire sons, all of which would 
transmit higher test. In other words, that character would 
be fixed. 

This plan has been devised and proved by Dr. R. R. 
Graves of the Bureau of Dairy Industry. His work is 
based on what is known as “Mendel’s Law.” Graves can 
do this with the numerous government herds and the 
funds at his command, but what breeder of Holsteins in 
the United States is following such a plan in the attempt 
to increase the test of his Holstein milk? None but a 
very wealthy man with quite a large herd could follow 
such a plan. Any attempt in any other way to increase 
the fat test is like shooting into a forest with a shotgun 
in the hopes of killing a squirrel. 

Before any one embarks upon such a long and expen- 
sive process and especially before the Association gives its 
approval to any attempt to raise the fat test of the milk 
of the Holstein cow, they should be very sure they would

have a more desirable cow when the results had been 
attained. 

Dr. Graves finds some evidence in his work that the 
milk yield does not decrease with the increased per cent 
of its fat content, but he has not gone far enough to be 
sure of that. 

Even if milk yield does not decrease as fat test in- 
creases, would we be any better off by increasing the 
test? Practically all the children’s doctors agree that milk 
of high tat content is not good milk for children. The 
Extension Office at Chicago has stacks of testimonials to 
that effect from the highest authorities in the United 
States. 

Modern modes of eating include salads with dressing 
made with oil, these along with high fat milk tend to un- 
balance the diet. 

Most all women and many men have a tendency, at 
early middle age, to take on excess weight as age ad- 
vances. Insurance companies tell us this is not desir- 
able. Holstein milk appeals to these classes because of 
its low fat content. 

Sales campaigns based on these arguments have repeat- 
edly sold Holstein milk at a higher price than any milk 
on the market regardless of its high test. What is more 
important, the customer has stayed sold. 

If Holstein milk is best for children and best for others 
from early middle age on throughout life it is best for 
the largest majority of the people by far. Why then 
should we try to throw away this advantage? 

Furthermore, it has been shown by actual test, that 
families will use nearly 20% more low testing milk than 
high testing milk. Two years ago a large milk company in 
Chicago bought out another. The one that sold out (I 
wonder if that had anything to do with its selling out) 
delivered 4.4% milk, the other 3.6%. On studying the 
records of families in the same neighborhood, it was found 
that the amount of butter fat consumed in the milk and 
cream was 3.63 pounds per month per family in those 
families using the high testing milk and 3.64 pounds in 
those families using the low testing milk. To get this 
amount of butter fat, those families using low testing 
milk, bought 18.65% more milk and cream than did the 
other families. 

Since increasing the fat test of Holstein milk may re- 
sult in a lower average milk flow which would necessitate 
a higher price to the consumer, hence decrease consump- 
tion; since it would take away from the Holstein breeder 
the children’s market and that of people from early middle 
life on; since it would cause people to use less milk per 
capita; what valid reason is there for wanting to raise the 
fat test of the average Holstein cow from the present 
point of 3.4. Why eliminate her greatest asset? Would 
not such an attempt be merely a fad? 

Don’t let the fat fad get you.

A Visit to Mount Riga Farms

OR the information of those who may never have had 

F the pleasure of visiting Mount Riga Farms near Big 

Cabin, Okla., let me hasten to explain that there are 

no mountains there nor could one say that the rather 

sleepy village of Big Cabin supported anything phenom- 
enal in the nature of large edifices. 


“Mount Riga” was the name of one of the greatest 
Pointer dogs in America. This dog was owned by Mr. C. 
E. Griffith, the present owner of Mount Riga Farms. Mr. 
Griffith is known in dog circles as a breeder and fancier 
of Pointer dogs and there are those that say that he has 
bred and developed as many great dogs of this breed as 
anyone. It was his original love for dogs that started him 
in the Holstein business, because dogs, like any other 
animal, grow best when raised on Holstein milk. Located 
miles from any large town, Mr. Griffith purchased the 
farm largely as a place for the dogs to range and because 
of this, he paid little or no attention to the productive abil- 
ity of the soil. The need for milk was soon realized and 
for this purpose a few cows were purchased, but anyone 
knowing Mr. Griffith would soon realize that he would not 
long be satisfied with any class of inferior livestock. Such 
was the case with the cows and he decided to go into the 
Holstein business. He purchased a few foundation fe- 
males from Arden Farms, Minnesota, and with this foun- 
dation, and animals he has bought from time to time at 
our better sales, he has built one of the greatest herds of 
Holstein-Friesian cattle in the Southwest.

Pontiac Count has done his work well as senior herd sire 
at Mount Riga. Today there are 24 daughters of this 14- 
year-old bull in the herd and old “Sir Bess” is still on 
the job as a regular breeder. Included among his daugh- 
ters is a 1,200-lb. cow, owned by the Lazear’s near Chey- 
enne, Wyoming. “Sir Bess” was bought during the early 
days of Mr. Griffith’s herd from Arden Farms, and he 
proved to be a tremendous factor in the development of 
this great herd. At present he is being assisted by a 
splendid son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th out 
of Aaggie Wayne Peep, this bull having been purchased 
last July at the Ormsby sale.

ULSTER COUNTY CLUB PLANS PROGRAM 


The Ulster County Holstein Club had a big meeting on 
March 11. It was an all-day session. The chief topic 
of discussion in the forenoon was an annual sale. It was 
finally decided to hold the first annual sale on October 
10, 1930. This will be held somewhere in the vicinity of 
New Paltz, Ulster County, New York. 

The sale will be conducted for one day only. A com- 
mittee will select the animals to be sold and only the 
choice individuals will be consigned. A committee was 
named consisting of Raymond DuBois, Forest Glen, New 
York, as chairman; Edward Davenport and John L. 
Schoonmaker, both of Accord, Ulster County, New York. 

It will be a cash sale and both the test for tuberculosis 
and contagious abortion will be required. Each animal 
consigned must pass two negative abortion blood tests, 
the last test within 60 days of the sale. This is a string- 
ent requirement, but the club felt that sooner or later 
only blood tested animals would be saleable, just as the 
T. B. test is taken for granted now. 

The club also decided to enter the State Extension 
Contest and the Scrub Bull Elimination Contest. In addi- 
tion a list of bulls for sale will be maintained at the Farm 
Bureau office. To be listed, the dam must have a Dairy 
Improvement Association or other record of at least 400 
pounds of fat on twice a day milking, as a mature animal. 

Active support is also being given the 4H Club work. 
A list of available calves of all breeds will be maintained 
by the secretary. This information will be passed to 
4-H Club members on request.

HE Holstein-Friesian Association of Canada is to be 

4 highly commended for the progressive step it has 
taken in providing a definite system of recognition 

for Master Breeders. This idea was brought forward by 
R. M. Holtby in 1928 and a committee appointed to draw 
up the details of the award. After the schedule was 
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amended and revised, it set up the following qualifications 
to be fulfilled before the title “Master Breeder” could be 
obtained. In order to qualify for the title “Master Breed- 
er,” any man, woman, firm or institution must have bred: 
XX Bulls G. M. Cows Ex. Cows 
In herds under 40 head ....... 6 6 6 
In herds of 40 to 80 head ...... 12 12 12 
In herds of over 80 head ....... 18 18 18 
It will be noted that these requirements specify dis- 
tinguished achievement in the breeding of both males and 
females of the highest class in numbers proportionate to 
the size of the herd. 
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At the annual banquet of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of Canada, Toronto, on February 6 last, the first 
two awards under this system were presented. Mr. C. T. 
Houck, a former president of the association, in an impres- 
sive address, presented the beautiful plaques, emblematic 
of this award, one to Colony Farm, Essondale, British 
Columbia, and one to Director Experimental Farms, Agas- 
siz, British Columbia. P. H. Moore, who had just been 
elected president of the association for the ensuing year, 
and who has for many. years been responsible for the 
breeding policies and management of the Colony Farm, 
received the shield in behalf of this institution and in ex- 
pressing his appreciation paid a tribute to the old breed- 
ers back in Ontario who had bred the blood lines which 
he had followed up and which made it possible for him to 
claim the honor on behalf of this institution. Dr. E. S. 
Archibald, Director Experimental Farms for Canada, ac- 
cepted the presentation in behalf of their Agassiz farm 
and referred particularly to the work of the superintendent 
of this farm, W. H. Hicks, who had worked hard to win 
the much coveted honor. The names of Mr. Moore and 
Mr. Hicks are inscribed on their respective shields in addi- 
tion to the farm names, in order to show the part which 
they played in their farms’ success. 

The small reproduction of this Master Breeder plaque 
gives but a scant idea of its impressive beauty. Certainly 
it is an award that will be highly prized by any breeder 
earning it and we want to take this opportunity not only 
of congratulating the two institutions first to qualify, but 
also to commend the Canadian Association upon the work- 
ing out of a worthwhile and constructive idea, emphasiz- 
ing as it does, the dignity and importance of constructive 
animal husbandry. 


The Red Book 


E have received and looked over with great inter- 
W est the first volume of the Red Book, embodying 
the information in regard to the 242 herds com- 
pleting a year in Herd Improvement Registry up to Octo- 
ber 1, 1929. These 242 herds are arranged alphabetically 
under the owner’s name with the complete production data' 
regarding each individual member of these herds. Then 
follows an alphabetic list of the individual cows in these 
herds, numbering 4,834. The third section re-arranges 
these animals alphabetically under their sires. The book 
is very attractively gotten up and the information is set 
forth in readily available and understandable form. 

The average of the 4,834 cows in the 242 herds is 10,864 
lbs. milk, 366.4 lbs. fat with an average test of 3.4%. 

This average test of 3.4% fat is identical with the 
average of all the long-time Advanced Registry records 
and is the same as Solomon Hoxie announced as the breed 
average back in the beginnings of Advanced Registry 
testing. It is evident that in spite of all the attention that 
has been concentrated upon the subject of raising the but- 
ter fat test of the Holstein-Friesian breed, this factor, tak- 
ing the breed as a whole, remains as a fairly fixed quan- 
tity. The fact that the average test in the Herd Improve- 
ment work is identical with the fat percentage in the long- 
time Advanced Registry records is especially interesting, 
particularly in view of the statements recently appearing 
in print seeking to discount the Advanced Registry work 
on the score of undue forcing and outright chicanery in 
its effect upon the normal fat percentage. 

The value of the Herd Test as a basis of selection, is 
bound to grow greater as time goes on, but even now we 
hear thinking breeders make the remark that in selecting 
their next herd sire the Red Book would be their basis of 
study.

UR cover illustration this week is of special inter- 
O est in connection with the material presented edi- 
torially regarding the Master Breeder award in 
Canada, for the reason that the five splendid bulls here 
pictured are the herd sires at the Colony Farm, Essondale, 
British Columbia, one of the two institutions receiving this 
award at the recent Canadian annual meeting. We have 
asked Mr. P. H. Moore, superintendent of Colony Farm, 
for lo these many years, and we are pleased to sub- 
mit the following statement by him as to their blood lines 
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and the part each has taken in the development of this 
well known herd: 

Colony Koba McKinley 31520, at the head of the line, 
having been sold as a youngster, was brought back into 
the herd in December, 1921, when he was five years old, 
mainly to perpetuate the blood lines of DeKol 2d’s Butter 
Boy 3rd which intermingled with the Posch blood had al- 
ready proven very successful and our breeding program 
to date has been largely built on that combination. The 
cow herd at that time was composed chiefly of daughters 
and granddaughters of: Aaggie Cornucopia Newman 
14981, Colony McKinley Segis DeKol 20031, Colony Prince 
Posch Paul 16951 and Sir Ormsby Maid Champion 35765. 
Of these the McKinley-Aaggie and the Posch-McKinley 
crosses were the best and Koba bred on the Posch line 
with excellent results. 

Hazelwood Heilo Sir Bessie 66155, bred by the late J. 
L. Smith, and was purchased for the excellent line of 
Posch blood which he carried as well as his outcrosses 
being the same as Aaggie and McKinley, to mate with 
the Koba daughters and I might say here that although 
he did not always improve on the good Koba’s he certain- 
ly brought up the poorer ones. 

Sir Romeo Mildred Colantha 6th 70275, bred at Carna- 
tion Milk Farms, out of a Sir Pietertje Posch bred Hazel- 
wood cow carrying practically the same outcrosses as 
above mentioned, he was brought in to mate with the 
Heilo daughters and some of the Koba’s as well and is 
getting some real offsprings. The youngsters in our last 
season’s show herd with the exception of two were all 
sired by him. The Strathmore bull whose sire is a half 
brother to our Koba and from a Posch bred dam, is being 
used as a follow up, as also is the other bull in the picture, 
Colony Koba McKinley 19th 70850, a son of Koba from a 
good dam but those two are not in so extensive use at 
present as those already mentioned. 

You know our ideal in type and to date we have not 
had any cause to change it as they produce just as well 
and cheaper, wear longer and are easy to look at. 

Of the list of eighteen XX Advanced Registry sires 
submitted for the Master Breeders’ certificate, eight were 
sired by Colony Koba McKinley 31520, three were by 
Colony McKinley Segis De Kol 20031, three were by 
Colony Prince Posch Paul 16951, two by Colony Posch 
Champion 45866 and two by Hazelwood Heilo Sir Bessie 
66155. 

The eighteen Gold Medal cows, nine were by Colony 
Koba McKinley 31520, four by Colony McKinley Segis De- 
Kol 20031, four by Colony Posch Champion 5th 53787, two 
by Colony Prince Posch Paul 16951. 

To make up the excellent class, six were sired by 
Colony Koba McKinley 31520, three by Colony McKinley 
Segis DeKol 20031, three by Colony Posch Champion 5th, 
four by Colony Prince Posch Paul, two by Colony Posch 
Champion.

McLAURY DISCUSSES OUTLOOK 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World:— 

In reply to your letter requesting my opinion of the 
future of the industry. I think that milk producers in our 
vicinity are more alive to the oleo situation than I have 
ever seen them. As you know, we operate River Meadow 
Farms Store, primarily a grocery business and our sales 
of butter have been more than a third greater than usual 
at this time of year. Last week I visited a number of 
dairymen in Scholarie and Chenango Counties and found 
that almost every one of them was worried over the but- 
ter surplus and how it was going to affect his business. 
This is a very healthy sign in my estimation. 

It is true that cows are much lower than they were 
six months ago. I would say that the best grade Hol- 
steins, top cows, are 25% lower. Common cows and poor 
cows, 40% lower. Of course this affects the purebred 
business especially the sale of bulls, as a large number of 
good bulls are sold to go into grade herds every fall 
and spring. However, the dairymen with whom I have 
come in contact in Central New York are doing some 
needed culling of their herds. This culling is helping to 
reduce the milk surplus rapidly. There is another factor 
to be taken in account. Many dairymen held their spring 
freshening cows over until fall for breeding and pushed 
these cows all last summer as never before with grain. 
These cows are now milked out. I saw herd after herd 
that was completely changed over to fall freshening. Then 
again the heifers that are coming fresh this spring are 
undersized and as a rule too thin, due largely to the ex- 
treme drought of last summer and fall. They are not 
going to be a large factor in milk production this year. 
These comments apply largely to the grade herds al- 
though in many purebred herds the same conditions exist. 
The near future of the milk business looks better to me 
than it does for next winter. Of course, this is mostly 
guess work and many things can happen before fall. 

In a number of Registered Herds the owners are send- 
ing heifer calves to the butcher. These are from the low- 
est producers and poor type cows. There will be fewer 
heifers raised this spring than for several years past. 
The old law of supply and demand will in the future as 
in the past adjust the situation. The breeder of purebreds 
must cull as neter before and advertise. When business 
slacks up he must work harder at the business. Practical- 
ly every active member of the Association has found out 
that homely, ill-shaped animals are a drug on the market 
and that their offspring is almost non-saleable. Perhaps 
we are carrying this matter of type too far, but I am of 
the opinion that it is going to have a very wholesome 
effect on the industry. There are so few animals today 
that have good type and production, that the market de- 
mand exceeds the supply. If the price is a trifle less the 
market for that class is good and will remain so. Now is 
the time to dispose of the inferior cows. It takes will 
power, energy and good judgment to prune a herd until 
it hurts, but it will pay big dividends to do it. A herd 
of good type animals, free from disease, is just as good 
as money in the bank and will pay bigger dividends 
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Looking back over a period of 30 years, I can recall many 
times when the outlook was very dark financially, but 
in every instance the dairy industry has pulled out of the 
hole with added strength. When the barns are full of 
good cows you need not fear the sheriff. A little setback 
to the industry cannot kill it, and may be a blessing, in 
fact, it will be to the breeder that plans ahead, expects 
to stay in the business, uses a good bull, tests his cows, 
culls his herd and advertises. Don’t worry. Head your 
business machine toward the fixed goal, a better herd. 
Step on the gas.

AGREES WITH VAN DEN BOSCH ON BREED IM- 
PROVEMENT 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I enjoyed reading Mr. Van den Bosch’s statement and 
enjoyed meeting him. He is a charming gentlemen of 
culture and understanding. I entertained him here and 
on my farm when he passed this way. He was very much 
interested in our South African bull, Colonies Plaats 
Jewel, which he came especially to see and gave him a 
good rating, saying he was cne of the best Holstein bulls 
he had seen in America. He was quite familiar with his 
‘pedigree, having visited the Kingwill herd in South 
Africa—breeders of the bull. 

I am quite impressed witn the views he expresses. As 
I gathered from his remarks, he makes the point that in 
America we pay too much attention to individuals—and 
not enough to herds. In his country and in South Africa, 
the objective is uniformity of type and production in the 
herd, along practical selective lines—based on both the 
records and the conformation, a calf each year, strong, 
well proportioned udders—and the elimination of animals 
which do not meet the requirements of profitable prac- 
tical dairy farming. In a visit to Holland I was im- 


big, straight, strong cows with well placed udders. As 
herds they far exceeded the American herds—but Ameri- 
cans have better individual records—because of intensive 
feeding and other forced practices—which the Hollander 
doesn’t favor. 

Mr. Van den Bosch is addressing himself to the im- 
provement of the herds that we see on the hillside and 
in the stanchion more than the forced production of the 
outstanding individual in the box stall, and in my opinion, 
he is entirely right in his pronouncement “the greatest 
good for the greatest number”. That is the road he is 
pointing the way to follow in America. Less of the sen- 
sational—either in the show ring or the test barn—more 
of the practical for the average Holstein breeder dairy- 
man. Less catering to the big shots in the industry and 
more attention to the small practical dairy farmer. He’s 
on the right track in my opinion.

PRODUCTION REQUIREMENT FOR REGISTRY 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I particularly wish to watch the results of the Herd 
Test. If Holstein breeders will get behind this and test 
and cull as they should and must, the Holstein will be the 
breed 20 years from now. 

I should like to see a production requirement for reg- 
istry. Probably the mass aren’t ready yet, but it seems 
to me that progressive breeders should take the plunge 
now. Why not organize a new association, working with- 
in the old one, the new club to register only such cows 
as have been tested and have made satisfactory records; 
bulls to be registered only after a certain number of 
daughters have made satisfactory records. The require- 
ments should be high. We are told that normal produc- 
tion is only about 60% of Class A production, so I think 
requirements should be about 600 lbs. fat in Class A, 500 
lbs. in B and 400 lbs. in C for mature cows. For Herd 
Test records, I think 375 lbs. fat would be high enough. 
I think bulls should show a higher average production for 
all tested daughters than for their dams. At least, 5 test- 
ed daughters should be required. ‘

Old officers were re-elected. Directors chosen were 
Albert Stahl, Prairie View; Frank Wirtz, Mundelein, and 
Wilbur Swayer, Gurnee. 

Following County managers were selected: Publicity 
—Wilbur Swayer; Calf Club and Showing—Wm. Duncan; 
Educational—Wilford Lynn; Membership—Henry Wegener; 
Sales—C. W. Wray. 

Farm Advisor Gilkerson reported on showing made by 
Lake County Calf Club boys at Central States Exposition.

Last year, the County Association helped stand the ex- 
pense of trucking the calves to Aurora so all members 
were pleased to learn that the boys did so well at the 
Fair.

CONNECTICUT ASSOCIATION HOLDS ANNUAL 
MEETING 

The annual meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ 
Association of Connecticut was held February 19, 1930, 
at Hotel Garde, Hartford, Conn. 

The treasurer’s report was read and approved. This 
showed a total of $860.00 in the permanent sinking fund, 
which consists of the receipts from life memberships. 
Cash on hand in the checking account is $547.63. In spite 
of these nice figures we are gradually losing ground, due 
to an excess of expenditures over receipts. The only solu- 
tion seems to be more annual members at two dollars. 

The committee appointed a year before to encourage 
Holstein 44H Dairy Club work reported an expense of 
$17.00 for prizes at the State Club exhibit. The secretary 
gave Professor J. A. Simms, who is in charge of Dairy 
Club work for the Extension Service of the Connecticut 
Agricultural College, material from Earl Cooper’s office 
describing the benefits to junior members of the State 
and National Holstein Associations. Professor Simms and 
Mr. A. N. Crissey, Eastern Fieldman for the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America, discussed at length the 
advantages of dairy club work to the club members and 
to the breed. 

After lunch the ‘meeting re-convened. The president, 
in his annual report, outlined the activities of the past 
year and plans for the future. He briefly sketched the 
history of the Connecticut Proven Dairy Sire Program, 
first officially discussed at the annual meeting of this 
association last year, prepared by a committee called at 
the invitation of this association, adopted by this associa- 
tion at its summer meeting last August. A number of 
members of this association have already entered their 
herds under the program. He also suggested that the 
National Association Herd Test ought to be largely sup 
ported by breeders, and that such records would be ideal 
for use in the Proven Sire Program. He mentioned the 
possibility of further enhancing the value of a Connecticut 
Proven Sire by having his offspring classified for type un- 
der the system of the National Association, Finally he 
called attention to the fact that next year will be the 
Fiftieth Anniversary of the Connecticut Dairymen’s Asso- 
ciation, that plans for this event are already in progress, 
and that he hoped this association could co-operate in the 
celebration. 

Two amendments to our By-Laws were adopted. One 
provides for the election by the Board of Directors, imme- 
diately following the annual meeting, of a Holstein Asso- 
ciation member of the Governing Committee of the Con- 
necticut Proven Dairy Sire Program. The second makes 
special meetings of the association optional as to time, 
place and frequency, instead of required quarterly as here- 
tofore. 

President T. S. Gold invited the ‘association to meet 
next summer for a field day at Cream Hill Farm, West 
Cornwall. Invitation accepted. Date to be set later. 

Professor Simms reported that much favorable com- 
ment on the merits of the Connecticut Proven Dairy Sire 
Program has been received from U. S. Bureau of Dairying 
experts, high officials of various registry associations, a 
party in Canada, breeders, etc. The program makes no at- 
tempt to rate sires; it merely lists those the average pro- 
duction of whose daughters exceeds a certain standard. 
One feature of the program is to encourage the keeping 
of bulls till they are proven. Anyone can then look at 
the offspring and draw his own conclusions as to type. 
The system of records planned will similarly permit one 
to draw his own conclusions as to the production heredity 
of any proven bull. Finally it is intended to encourage the 
extensive use of bulls that are proven prepotent for desir- 
able qualities. A bull that is valuable to one herd. how- 
ever, may not measure up to the standards of another 
breeder—that is a question for the individual to decide. 
helped by the information the program makes available. 

Mr. A. P. ‘Bigelow, Middlesex Farms, Middlesex, Ver- 
mont, secretary of the New England States Holstein- 
Friesian Association, president of the Bryant and Chap- 
man Dairy Company of Hartford, Connecticut, was the 
principal speaker of the day. He spoke on the present

Mechthilde Pontiac Segis Lady 
687395, World’s Champion Class B 
producer over all ages, died December 


31 at Pottenger Farms, Monrovia, 
Calif.. where she was bred and de- 
veloped. As a junior three-year-old 


she broke and still holds the World’s 
Record for fat and for milk in Class 
B of the 365-day division, with 23,904.2 
lbs. milk containing 809.74 lbs. fat or 
1,012.2 lbs. butter. She came back as 
a senior four-year-old with 32,092.2 Ibs. 
milk containing 1,005.2 lbs. fat or 
1,256.5 lbs. butter, which is still the 
World’s Record over all ages for milk 
and for fat. She is the only cow of 
any age with over 30,000 lbs. in Class 
B, and the only heifer under full age 
with over 1,000 lbs. fat in Class B, her 
fat record also being fractionally high- 
er than that of the World’s Champion 
mature cow. 

She leaves in the Pottenger herd a 
son, King Mechthilde Ormsby Piebe, 
who is their junior herd sire; also 
three daughters. The oldest of the 
three is completing a junior four-year- 
old record of about 1,000 lbs. in Class 
B. The second daughter, Mechthilde 
Pontiac Piebe, will finish in May with 
what will probably be between 1,050 
and 1,100 lbs. butter, which will break 
the World’s Record now held by the 


dam. The third daughter is now milk- 
ing with first calf and is a good 
prospect for the future.

and future of the producer of Holstein milk, looking at 
the matter as a Holstein breeder and as a city milk dis- 
tributor. Under present conditions Holstein milk is the 
most profitable for the dairyman to produce for the whole- 
sale trade. The public, however, is demanding about a 
four per cent milk. When, to keep his trade, the dealer 
has to call for higher test from his producers, the Holstein 
breeder’s best immediate solution is to standardize. As a 
long-time program Holstein men should breed for a higher 
test. 

Mr. Crissey spoke on his activities in New England. He 
introduced a resolution prepared by the National Extension 
office urging Congress to promptly grant agricultural ade- 
quate tariff protection. This resolution was adopted, and 
the secretary directed to send copies to the Connecticut 
Congressmen and Senators., 

Connecticut regulations against the standardization of 
milk were discussed. It was decided to make another ef 
fort before the legislature next winter to get standardiza- 
tion legalized. 

The annual election of officers resulted as follows: T. 
S. Gold of West Cornwall, president; M. E. Pierpont of 
Waterbury, treasurer; Chas. A. Bridge of Hazardville, A.

RHODE ISLAND BREEDERS ANNUAL MEETING 


“The best annual meeting so far” was the verdict of 
over seventy-five Holstein enthusiasts at the annual meet- 
ing held February 27 at the R. I. State Home and School, 
Providence, R. I. 

A good day, a fine herd of cattle to inspect, a great 
dinner, and a group of excellent speakers all contributed 
to make this meeting one of the most successful ever held 
by the Rhode Island Holstein Breeders’ Association. 

The meeting was called for 11 o’clock and started with 
the inspection of this State Institution’s herd, which, 
though numbering only 26 head, has one of the best herd 
averages in the state; the average production for the last 
five years being 10,800 pounds of milk, which is all con- 
sumed by the children in the Home. 

Dr. Coone, Superintendent of the Institution, served 
one of his excellent dinners at one o’clock, and if any 
member failed to enjoy it, he is yet to be found.

The British Friesian Cattle Society 
held its twentieth annual meeting at 
its offices in London on February 26, 
1930, with nearly fifty members pres- 
ent. Mr. F. W. Gilbert, who has been 
very active in the office of president 
this past year, was re-elected by ac- 
clamation, and Secretary George Hob- 
son likewise continues in this posi- 
tion which he has occupied with great 
satisfaction for many years. Al- 
though agriculture in Great Britain is 
suffering from severe depression, the 
Society reported a reasonably good 
year’s business and a particularly 
pleasing one from the standpoint of 
winnings of the British Friesian breed 
in milk recording societies and at the 
various inter-breed public tests that 
are so popular in that country. The 
Society is celebrating its “coming-of- 
age” with plans for a vigorous cam- 
paign for breed extension this year 
and a goal of not less than 2,000 mem- 
bers of the organization has been set. 
Resolutions were adopted condemning 
the recent order issued by the Minis- 
try of Health, which in effect pro- 
hibits the exhibition of animals from 
tuberculin tested herds by the require- 
ment that such animals may be ex- 
hibited only where the showing is. 
limited to tuberculin tested animals. 
This work in Great Britain evidently 
has not yet progressed far: enough so 
that the breeders consider this other 
than prohibitive.

Fort Worth, Texas 


The Holstein exhibit comprised but 
twenty-eight head, but of uniformly 
very high quality without a bad one in 
the lot, according to a letter from that 
show ring veteran, W. B. Barney. The 
exhibitors were: C. E. Griffith, Mount 
Riga Farm, Big Cabin, Oklahoma, with 
twelve head; Flowerdale Farm of 
Dallas, Texas, with eleven head, five 
from E. C. Jahle, a local breeder, and 
H. L. Knust, Clifton, Texas. The 
Griffith herd took the majority of 
honors, including both grand cham- 
pionships. The male section was 
headed by Griffith’s two-year-old bull, 
Mount Riga Sir Piebe Segis Paul, who 
will be remembered as the Reserve 
All-American bull calf of 1928.

He also offers the advice to 
dairymen to produce their milk with 
just as little purchased feed as _ pos- 
sible during this surplus period, con- 
fining the feeding to good hay and 
available home grown grains until the 
surplus of dairy products is reduced 
to normal proportions. This advice is 
given in full knowledge that it is not 
the cheapest way to produce one hun- 
dred pounds of milk, but is put for- 
ward as sound advice under present 
conditions. Mr. Buth also takes oc- 
casion to criticize some of the C. T. A. 
reports that he feels give an errone- 
ous impression of the cost of the pro- 
duction when they list certain herds 
as producing milk for as low as 95 
cents a hundred.

REGULATIONS FOR INTERSTATE 
SHIPMENTS OF LIVESTOCK 
ISSUED 


Livestock owners often have occa- 
sion to ship domestic animals from 
one state to another. When they 
make such shipments they should 
know what regulations must be ob- 
served. These regulations vary some- 
what for animals intended for breed- 
ing, feeding, exhibition and other pur- 
poses. To aid produvers and _ ship- 
pers in obtaining information gov- 
erning each of these cases, the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, has publish- 
ed a circular which gives brief state- 
ments concerning the essential re- 
quirements for animals entering each 
state. This is Miscellaneous Circular 
14-MC, “State Sanitary Requirements 
Governing Admission of Livestock,” 
which has just been revised and is 
available on application to the depart- 
ment. 

The information in the circular ‘3 
obtained by the bureaw from officiats 
of each state, and deals principally 


with the movement of cattle, horses, 
mules, asses, hogs, sheep and goats.

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stock such as poultry, foxes, dogs, 
and cats. Information as to who may 
inspect animals for shipment, what 
tests are acceptable, and the names 
of the state officials who have charge 
of inspection are also given. 





The average price of standard 
grade milk, testing 3.5% butterfat, de- 
livered f. o. b. local shipping point or 
country plant, for March is $2.77 or 
one cent below the average figure for 
February, 1930, and seven cents under 
the price for March of a year ago, ac- 
cording to the Bureau orf Agricultural 
Economics. The New England States 
continue to lead, they receiving an 
average of 3.78 per hundred during 
March, this being the same figure as 
reported for February, 1930, and fif- 
teen cents higher than for March, 
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1929. With the exception of the 
South Atlantic States which show a 
gain of three cents a hundred or $3.48 
for March, all other sections average 
from one cent to fourteen under the 
February prices, the East South Cen- 
tral States recording the fourteen- 
cent drop or $2.36 per hundred. The 
Mountain States received the lowest 
figure for the month; this being $2.17, 
as compared with $2.18 for February 
and $2.43 for March, 1929.

on the Frisco a.:ners running in to St. Louis. Mr. Schroe- 
der says there is a demand for similar milk for the diners 
to Fort Worth but since they supply the neighboring town 
of Venita with most of its milk, they have not been able 
to take on more business as yet. Again in the sale of 
bulls and surplus stock, while other establishments may 
be getting somewhat better prices for the same quality, 
yet there come to Mount Riga Farms inquiries from all 
over the middle west, and many of the herds: of Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Missouri are headed by splendid bulls com- 
ing from Big Cabin. 

The 270-acre farm is becoming more than a range for 
dogs. While at first it was not very productive, it is 
gradually becoming more fertile year by year and the 
soil is responding to the fertility made possible by Hol- 
stein cows. Greater yields are apparent each year until 
now, with the aid of more home grown feeds, the busi- 
ness is on a paying basis. 

Miss Lassie Ormsby, that phenomenal show heifer of 
yesteryear, together with her full sister make a great 
produce to look at. “Lassie” recently presented her own- 
er with a fine bull calf sired by the 1928 Reserve All- 
American bull calf. Among the twelve cows on semi-offi- 
cial test at present are two granddaughters of Zwingara 
Segis Clothilde, past All-American cow, and there is an- 
other granddaughter in the herd. There is also a daughter 
of this famous cow at Mount Riga with a record in excess 
of 700 lbs. made in 305 days. 

Among other great foundation cows here, the visitor 
will find four daughters of Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead 
King, one of which is Star Segis Homestead, who will be 
remembered as a past All-American yearling that came 
back in 1928 as grand champion cow at the Missouri State 
Fair, and well up all around the circuit. There is also on 
test at this time, a daughter of Segis Walker Matador that 
has been scraping close to 100 pounds a day for several 
days. Though freshening in thin shape, she promises to 
be a worthy daughter of her great sire. Another on test 
is a daughter of King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe that also 
promises to make a most creditable record. 

While the cattle themselves naturally attracted me 
more than anything else, the farm has many unusual fea- 
tures that would be of interest to anyone planning a build- 
ing lay-out. Among these features is a stockade sort of 
affair where the feet are held motionless while being 
trimmed so that the attendant is in no danger whatever 
of being hurt. There is a vat for soaking the feet prior to 
trimming or for use in case of foot rot or similar ail- 
ments and there are many other features, including an 
excellent system of elevating grain to bins above the barn. 
Any quantity of grain can be ground with this system 
without any shovelling whatever, electric power being 
used throughout the farm. This elevating system is so 
simple as to be within the range of almost anyone who 
grinds grain for cows, and certainly saves a pile of work. 

A visit to Mount Riga is an experience not easily for- 
gotten. The unique conditions under which a paying farm 
with a great herd of Holstein cattle located in an inacces- 
sible place, is°made possible, is proof that superior merit 
brings its own rewards.

WISCONSIN D. H. I. A. AVERAGE 
301.1 FOR 1929 

The annual report of Wisconsin 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associations 
for 1929 shows that the average cow 
in these associations produced 7,747 
Ibs. milk, 301.1 lbs. fat for the year. 
It has taken twenty-one years. to 
reach this 300-lb. fat goal, and it has 
peen reached through the cooperation 
of the testers and members, better 
breeding, feeding and culling. The 
report shows there were 65,000 cows 
on test in 148 Wisconsin Associations. 
The average Wisconsin cow produced 
5,400 lbs. milk and 210 lbs. fat. It is 
interesting to note that in 1921 the 
average production of cows on test in 
Wisconsin D. H. I. A. was 264.5 Ibs. 
fat. At that time 7% of the cows on 
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test were purebreds and today 25% of 
the cows on test are purebreds. 

The Dunn County No. 1 Associa- 
tion finished the year with the high 
association average, their figures be- 
ing 9,818 lbs. milk, 419.2 lbs. fat, and 


this association also contained the 
high cow for. the year. This is a pure- 
bred Holstein, Maud Lucille Pearl, 


owned by William and Norman Rada, 
and has to her credit for the year 26,- 
176 lbs. milk, 1,023.5 lbs. fat, (Picture 
Gallery March 15.) The Rada herd 
ranked third high in the state for high 
herd honors. 

Knutson Bros., members of the 
Dousman, Waukesha County’ Associa- 
tion, have the high herd honors, with 
an average of 15,574 lbs. milk, 612.7 
lbs. fat for five purebred Holsteins. 
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The largest. number of associations 
in one county are found in, Barron 
County where there are ten dairy 
herd improvement associations. 

Wisconsin association members sold 
11% of their cows for beef and 7% ' 
of them went for dairy purposes. Of 
the 3,600 herds on test, 1,778 produced 
more than 300 lbs. fat for the year. 
Fifty per cent of the Wisconsin asso- 
ciations averaged above this figure.

STILL MONEY IN GOOD COWS 





Best Dairy Herds Show Profit Despite 
Low Butterfat Prices 

A comparison of high and low herds 
in Linn County Cow Testing Associa- 
tion No. 1 indicates that the high 
herds made a profit despite low prices 
during February while the low herds 
lost money, according to L. C. Adams, 
cow tester. 

Seven herds averaging 30 pounds of 
butterfat per cow had an average in- 
come above feed cost of $9.38 per cow 
while the highest producing herd had 
an income above feed cost of $14.47. 
Five herds averaging only 20 pounds 
of butterfat per cow had an income of 
only $1.89 above feed cost per cow, 
and the low herd showed a loss of 
$1.75 per cow. Many cows not being 
tested are losing more money than 
the low herd in the association, says 
Mr. Adams.—Iowa State College. 





OPEN SHEDS FOR DAIRY COWS 
PRACTICAL IN MILD CLIMATE 
The open shed or covered barnyard 

is a practical method of housing dairy 

cows in moderate climates, say dairy 
officials of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

It provides the best-known method 
of preserving all the fertilizing con- 
stituents of the manure. When there 
is plenty of bedding, cows in open 
sheds keep cleaner than those con- 
fined in stanchions, even when 
manure is allowed to accumulate for 
several months at a time. At the ex- 
periment station of the Bureau of 
Dairy Industry at Beltsville, Md., 68% 
more bedding is used in the open shed 
than when the cows are stanchioned. 

The open-shed method permits free- 
dam of action of the cow and gets her 
off the hard floors of the cow barn. 
Also where a small milking barn is 
used, the open shed is a cheaper 
method of housing than the customary 
dairy barn. 

The Bureau of Dairy Industry is 
now building sheds at some of its 
field stations and dividing them into 
pens, so the herd may be divided into 
small groups. Mangers with rigid 
stanchions are built at the feed alley, 
so the cows may be fastened and fed 
individually. This is desirable be- 
cause timid cows are often fought 
away from feed racks when the cows 
are not fastened at time of feeding. 
Cows housed in open sheds should be 
dehorned.

The largest herd owned by any Wis- 
consin State Institution is at the In- 
dustrial School for Boys, located at 
Waukesha. At this institution Glenn 
Householder, supervisor for the Wis- 
consin Board of Control and herds- 
man Robert Gall have a herd of 234 
head, consisting of about 200 pure- 
breds, the remaining number being 
grades. These grades are rapidly be- 
ing replaced by purebreds and it is 
expected that by the end of the year 
that the herd will number about 250 
head of pure breds. 

Bob Gall was in excellent spirits 
when we called on him, as he had just 
received word that Aaltje Salo Hen- 
gerveld Segis, a daughter of Terrace- 
lawn Hengerveld Segis, had just com- 
pleted her year with 1,192.00 lb. but- 
ter and 26,402.2 lb. milk. This gives 
her the distinction of being the high- 
est yearly record daughter of her il- 
lustrious sire, this record giving him, 
three 1,000-lb. daughters. It will be 
remembered that Terracelawn Hen- 
gerveld Segis sired the winning get 
of sire at the National Dairy- Show 
both in 1920 and 1921. 

This great producer started her 
year by making 32.15 Ib. butter and 
726.9 lb. of milk. 

At the present time they have 
twelve head on semi-official test being 
milked four times a day and the rest 
of the herd is being run in Dairy 
Herd Improvement work, having an 
average for the last two years of 357 
and 359-lb. fat for the entire herd.

Not 
only does this institution take care of 
its own needs as regards milk and 
butter, but supplies twenty gallons of 
cream and seventy gallons of milk 
every day.to the State Tubercular 
Sanatorium at Wales. 

It was in this herd that Netherland 
Belle Homestead was developed and 
under whose colors she was shown as 
a senior yearling. It will be remem- 
bered that she was named All-Amer- 
ican in both 1928 and 1929 and is now 
owned by Fredmar Farms, Jefferson 
Barracks, Missouri. 

With the combination of excellent 
herd sires that are in use in this in- 
stitution today with the wonderful 
lineup of females that have been se- 
lected at public sales and _ private 
treaty this state institution is bound 
to maintain a high place in Wiscon- 
sin among not only the institution 
herds but privately owned herds as 
well.

JOHNE’S DISEASE OF LIVESTOCK 
SUBJECT OF NEW U. S. 
BULLETIN 
The presence of Johne’s disease in 
cattle herds in many sections of the 
United States, as determined by 
State and Federal veterinarians, gives 
rise to the belief that the infection 
exists to some degree in virtually 
every State. This disease (pro- 
nounced “yonez,”’ accent on first syl- 
lable, a long “o’’ and short ‘“‘e’’), also 
known as paratubeculosis, is an in- 
curable, infectious, bacterial dysen- 
tery which affects cattle principally, 
but may also affect horses, sheep, 
deer, and goats. Its seriousness, 
whenever it occurs among cattle. is 
such that reactors to the johnin test 
are slaughtered and indemnities paid. 
The infection, which is thought to 
have been introduced into the United 
States originally in shipments of 
cattle from Europe, is more fully de- 
scribed in Circular 104-C, “Johme’s 
Disease (Paratuberculosis) of Live- 
stock,” just issued by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, U. S. Department of 

Agriculture. 

The first symptoms of Johne’s dis- 
ease are a temporary loss of appetite, 
and, in cows, a radical diminution of 
the milk flow. Intermittent diarrhoea 
which fails to respond to medicinal 
treatment usually follows. The coat 
becomes rough and the animal looks 
unthrifty. The appetite may be re- 
gained after the first few days and 
may remain normal. Affected ani- 
mals may drink large quantities of 
water. In the last stages of the dis- 
ease the animal becomes. greatly 
emaciated and dies as a result of ex- 
haustion. 

The disease is spread from herd to 
herd by the introduction of diseased 
animals, by allowing healthy stock to 
graze with diseased stock on com- 
munity pastures, and by permitting 
animals to drink from contaminated 
brooks. It is spread within a herd by 
bacteria which are expelled from a 
diseased animal and contaminate feed 
or water. 

Although there is no satisfactory 
treatment known for Johne’s disease, 
temporary relief is sometimes obtain- 
ed by restricting the feed and plac- 
ing the animal on a dry ration. Iso- 
late suspected animals until a diag- 
nosis can be made. Cures are not to 
be expected. The diagnostic test con- 
sists of an injection, into the jugular 
vein, of a biological product known as 
johnin. 

Indemnity funds have been avyail- 
able since July 1, 1927, when Congress 
granted to the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry authority to pay indemnities to 
cattle owners for animals slaughtered 
because of reaction to the johnin test. 
These payments are made on the 
same basis as are indemnities paid on 
tuberculous cattle. Further details 
concerning the payment of indemnity 
may be obtained by writing to State 
livestock officials, or to the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C.

H. A. Sny- 
der, of Montoursville, Pa., ranks sec- 
ond with an average of 512.3 lbs. fat, 
13,595 lbs. milk for an average of 
16.53 purebred Holsteins. The pure- 
bred and grade Holstein herd of 11.38 
cows, owned by Dan Bly of Tioga 
County, is in third place with an 
average of 481.4 lbs. fat, 8,996 lbs. 
milk. Purebred Guernsey and Jersey 
herds rank fourth and fifth, with pure- 
bred Holstein herds owned by Roy S. 
Bowen and Lawrence Buck in sixth 
and seventh places. There were 805 
herds averaging above 300 lbs. fat dur- 
ing the year, Bradford County having 
the largest number with 52.
